We received your letters concerning a contingency addendum for the above referenced

Umetco Minerals Corporation (Umetco), at the request of the State of Utah, submitted a surety
bond to the Division for all remaining reclamation obligations forthe properties on May 16,
2005. On March 23,2006, the Division informed Umetco that we would need to appear before
the Board to release these mine land reclamation contracts. Umetco is currently preparing
materials and will request that we be put on the docket for the June 28, 2006 meeting. We will at
that time request the formal termination of these rcclamation contracts. In the mean time, a fully
executable bond is in your possession for any and all remaining reclamation obligations. We
request that you wave signing of the contingency addendum dated March 22,2A06 because
Umetco has reclaimed the properties in question and has submitted a bond to the State of Utah
that fully covers any remaining reclamation obligations.

We have requested that he
review the contingency addendum, termination of the reclamation contracts and to represent us at
the upcoming board meeting. Mr. Rawson will contact you to discuss the details of permit
termination process and upcoming board meeting with you.
